The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(PCT Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem addressed by the present invention can 
therefore be considered that of applying the illumination 
apparatus, on the one hand, to the billboard such that, 
when there is sufficient sunlight, the illumination 
apparatus cannot be reproduced as shadows on the 
billboard. 



The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the 
present application involves an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33(3)) for the following reasons: 

in document Dl, an LCD billboard is described which has 
associated illumination elements which are regulated with 
the aid of a control unit in accordance with the incident 
sunlight. If, however, the sun is shining, shadows of the 
illumination elements may be reproduced on the LCD 
billboard. No indications are given in the prior art of 
providing respective actuating means for physically 
moving the illumination apparatus out of the beam path of 
the sunlight falling on the billboard. 

Claims 2-4 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step.
